, Mound City, I, July 22.—A large 
mob tonight surrounds the Pulaski 
county jail here, attempting to gain 
possession of three Negroes accused of 
having murdered a young woman in a 
holdup near Villa Ridge today. 

Shots have been fired by the crowd 
which is besieging the jail, in which 
there is a large armed force of depu- 
ties, sworn in by the Pulaski county 
officials and aided by deputies hastily, 
summoned from Cairo. 

Sheriff Hudson, after warning the 
crowd that he would fight to the last 
to prevent a lynching, later made a

IN FOG; FOUR DIE 


Cool While Hundreds Are 
Lowered to Lifeboats. 


New York, July 22.—Five hundred 
and twenty-eight passengers on the 
Eastern Steamship company’s Sound 
liner Boston, which was rammed by 
the tanker Swiftarrow late last night 
off Point Judith, arrived today with 
dramatic stories of their rescue at sea 
in a dense fog. 

Three passengers were killed when 
the tanker’s bow tore a great hole in 
the Boston amidship, and a fourth so 
badly injured that he died today. He 
was Charlies O. Copeland of Brookline, 
Mass. The three killed outright were 
Robert P. Schlemm, Boston, and John 
P,. Schlemm, New York, brothers, and 
Mrs. Oscar Green of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
Mrs. Green’s husband was injured. 


Officer Describes Collision. 


“We had a little fog all the way 
from Boston,” Chief Officer Morten 
said. “ We had horns blowing every 
thirty seconds. Then a thicker fog set 
in, and we barely avoided striking a 
schooner by coming to full stop. We 
had started ahead again, going slowly, 
when we heard whistles from another 
boat, apparently quite near. Capt. 
Call, who was on the bridge, ordered 
the quartermaster to stop the enginés.

JUSTICE AND PUBLICITY. 

Criminal justice in America is now a Roman holl- 
day. The courts are in the Colosseum. The state’s 
attorney's office often is an open torture room of 
human souls. Exposure of the processes of justice. 
originally a public safeguard, has been per 
verted into a public danger. They have been ex- 


 ploited as a field for popular amusement. They 


are a rich forage for sensation mongers and the 
yellow press. Their publicity uncontrolled is de- 
basing American thought.’ It is contrfbuting to 
the delinquency of criminal justice. 

The Franks case has been @ three months’ moral 
pestilence imposed upon our people before the 
trial. It is an aggravated instance of what has 
happened with increasing ~ frequency for two 
decades since the Thaw trial and before. There 
is reason for the statement by the thief justice of 


regardless of the population or the instruments of 
information service. For years the London Times 
and other papers in Burope and America published 
news reports verbatim of court trials. Even the 
details of the Oscar Wilde trial were reported in 
the London Times, the most “ conservative” news. 
paper in the world. That was the widest area of 
publication possible at the time. Today the radio 
extends that field. 

In spite of the adverse vote upon Tux TRIBUNE'S 
proposed broadcasting of trial proceedings, it is 
bound to come. As an instrument of public informa- 
tion the radio is no different in principle from the 
newspaper or from public hearings in the court- 
room, It is one step more accurate, It will correct 
the one conspicuous fallure of American journal 
ism.

SOCIALISM, COMMUNISM, AND SENATOR 
LA FOLLETTE, 


(The National Republican. ] 


Arthur Brisbane writes that the indorsement of La 
Follette for the presidency by the Socialists is prob- 
ably unfortunate for La Follette, because many peo- 
ple ignorantly confuse socialism with communism, 
atheism, free love, and the like, with which socialism 
Mr. Brisbane declares, “ has nothing to do.” 

Such a statement indicates that Mr. Brisbane has 
read little of the history of literature of socialiem. 
The difference between socialism and communism 
are of degree and not of kind. Socialism is the com- 
mon ownership of land and capital and political man- 
agement of all industry. Communism is the common 
ownership of property. There are fifty-seven varie- 
ties of Socialists and communists, and their theories 
shade into one another until it is difficult to tell where 
one begins and the other ends. 

The new deity of communist Russia is Karl Marx, 
the veiled prophet of modern socialism. The name 
Socialist is woven into the names of some of the fed- 
erated “republics” of tne boishevist system. Most 
Socialists have been and are atheists or agnostics. 
That tendency runs all the way from Marx to Debs. 
Robert Owen, the father of English socialism, himself 
a man of conventional morais, inveighed against mar- 
riage, the church, and private property as the three 
great evils of society. Most Socialists have held both 
marriage and religion to be bulwarks of individual- 


tration of police systems’ and the courts by jour- 
nalists must stop. With such a law there would be 
mo motivation for it. Though such a law will be 
revolutionary in American journalism, though it is 


mot financially advisable for newspapers, it still is 


necessary. Restrictions must come. 

It will in no way threaten the freedom of the 
press. It is only a delay. It is enforced waiting 
so that the official instruments of justice may have 
a chance to operate. “Fublic hostility or sym- 
pathy, against or for, an accused person may infiu- 

ence the jury in its determination of guilt,” says 
M. K. Wisehart in a recent study of the effect

Probably Mr. La Follette will not be hampered by 
Socialist support. Socialists are at one with him in 
hating every kind of power and influence but that 
which is exercised through politics. @hey are with 
him in the idea of tearing the existing order down, 
but have one on him in possessing a pian for putting 
something in its place.

CHANGING INTESTINAL 
BACTERIA. 
ELIEF in| the advantage of pre- 
venting bhutrefaction in the con- 
tents of the large intestine by 
changing, the type of bacteria 
therein has bepn widespread and long 
continued. Metichnikoff proposed to ac- 


complish this by feeding a culture of a 
lactic acid bacillus. He and his follow- 
ers met with iridifferent success because 
the bacillus wiiich they used could not 
hold its own in the bacterial competitions 
of the large intistine. It livéd on sugars 
and starches ahd by the time the food 
reached this titrritory so much of the 
starch and sugir was absorbed that the 
lactic bacillus |had poor picking. 

The next propbsal was to give a bacillus 
which would fcrm sugar and along with 
it to give the lactic acid to feed on the 
sugar. This method of feeding two 
bacilli—the one to manufacture food for 
the other—had its limitations. 


‘ > 
All this time! another school of bac- 
teriologists wei'e decrying the futility of 
what might bb called the Metchnikoff 
method, claimihg that what was needed 
was to change Lhe diet. If this was done 
they said the bacteria of the intestine 
will automatichlly change. The vege- 
tarians were tsistent advocates of this 
schooL There came the suggestion that 
to the diet therb be added some forms of 
sugar that are not readily absorbed and 
that would still be in the content when 
the large inteittine was reached. Thir 
method gives jairly satisfactory results. 
~~. 
The other group came back with a 
recommendation that the bacillus acido- 
Philus be used instead of the lactic acid 
bacillus, saying it was able to hoid its 
own in the intestinal bactérial combats 
and competitijns. Bacillus acidophilus 
has been in the market for some time. 
Many of the preparationg were found 
to be inert. ()thers were expensive and 
inconvenient. Dr. C. C, Baas describes a 
method of miiking bacillus acidophilus 
milk, which, lhe says, can be made use 
of by any milkman who has a labora- 
tory. This mpthod is so inexpensive to 
carry out that acidophilus milk can be 
sold in New Olrleans for 13 cents a quart 
delivered to hbspitals and homes of con- 
sumers. It is! sold on milk wagons and 
in the ordinary milk trade. The method 
is given in detail in a recent number of 
the Journal of the American Medical 
Association. (The product prepared in 
this way wiil keep for four or five days. 
It can be shipped moderate distances. It 
is drunk at meals about as buttermilk is.

The capital of the Standard group is 
now put at $1,527,000,000 and the amount 
invested at $3,000,000,000. Capital of the 
leading companies outside the Standard 
group is pwyt at $1,104,000,000 and the 
amount invested at $2,000,000,000. For- 
eign ofl companies are capitalized at 
$242,000,000 with an investment of $1,- 
150,000,000. These figures are given by 
the Oil and Gas Journal of Tulsa for 
the leading companies representing 60 
per cent of the world’s investment in oil.

Does anybody suppose that if any con- 
trol had existed last year, such as was 
supposed to prevail in the days before
